thoir quality is in no way oomparable with the 
English and American goods; hor ability to 
meke farther gains will rest upon tha advant.- 
ages ot hor proximity to the market and her 
plentiful sappty of-cheap labour. Yot a signifi. 
caut troud ig.to beobierved in tha stondy rise 
in the prices of Japanese goody daring the later 
years of tho past docade. Toke, fur oxample, 
the T-oloths fuoted at 1:48 Haikwan tacls in 
3898, 2:32 in 1899, and 9.84 in 1902, 

One way in wliich the Japanese are woing to 
seenre and hold on appreciable olemeut of the 
Chinese trade, the report contioues, is through 
thoir ability to come here and opan retail stores 
on an equal competitive basis with the Chineso 
themrclyos, Such they ero now doing in 
Tiontsin, and with their high seneo of what

An investigation of great importance to the 
Lancashire cotton’ industry a, therofors, ta 
the whole commiarce of the Empire, hog just 
boon completed by a commission sent to the 
United States to study tho problems of colton 
supply. The Commissin was sont out by a 
number of the leading Lancashire fiem:,

cotton, tho economic conditions under which it 
is produced, and to investigate the methods of 
ginning, baling, liandliog, marketing: and 
transport, The Commissioners mada their 
observations in a region covering 750,000 square 
miler, in which the climate, soil nud conditions 
vary groally and the information they obtained 
is of the greatest value. 
& copy of the report, Mr. C. W. Macara, 
the chairman of the promoters and of 
the Federation of Luncashire - Cotton 
BSpinnors, says the inquiry was not antagonintic 
to tha movement of the British Cotton-Growiag 
Asweiation, which they. vnthusiastically 
support, Tho report states that in tho southern 
portion of the United States there -is onoush 
suitable Inn] to produce cutton to supply ‘the 
world’s riqnirements for years to come, Far 
cotton alone Enrops pays the Southarn planters 
a million dellaraa day, and whilo the eout of 
mannfocturing the fibre has been enormously 
reduced duriug tho lat fifty yoara, the cost of 
prodaciug it has not altered, duo mainly 
to the scarcity of labour, ospacinlly at 
pio‘ing time. Relunis made in WOs by 8,000 
farmers gave tha cost. of raining cotton as four 
sod a balf canta n pound whora a bale av acre 
was obtained, seven cants where half a bale, nine 
cants where one-bhird of a bale, twelve conts 
where a quarter of n bile, and as much an thirly- 
two cents where oply onesixteanth ofa bala 
wns rained. But the Commission is of opinion 
that andor averngo conditions of weathor, anil 
with scivatifio methods of cultivation, ono bale 
por acre should be obtained. Besides | tho 
the reduction in cost ubtainnd by a largwe yicld 
per acre, thers are undoubtedly great economias 
to be offectad ia ginning, baling and transport. 
If ® plantation could’ be ran under spinors’
